Washington, May 4.—The senate 
will begin debate tomorrow on the 
Knox peace resolution, with the 
‘general expectation of its adoption 
and certain veto by the president. 

Republican leaders supporting and 
democrafs opposing the resolution, 
introduced by Senator Knox as a 
substitute for the house méasure, 
said a vote probably would be 
reached within two weeks, or just 
before the contemplated recess for 
the conventions. There did not seem 
to be much doubt among members 
as to its passage, but leaders of 
both parties said they anticipated 
that with his veto message Presi- 
dent Wilson probably would return 
the treaty of Versailles to the 
senate. 

Resolution Up Today. 

Senator Knox will call up his res- 
olution tomorrow and deliver a pre- 
pared speech, after which, according 
fto present plans, it will lie over for 
a few days, unless senators desire 
to discuss it at odd times. 

Senator Hitchcock, ranking mi- 
nority member of thé foreign rela- 
tions committee, announced, after a 
democratic conference today, that 
noattemt would be made to delay 
action on the measuré b ya fili- 
buster. The democrats of the com- 
mittee conferred with Secretary Col- 
by and Senator Underwood, minority 
leader, and it was said Mr. Colby 
agreed with the democratic plan of 
opposition to the Knox resolution. 
Besides pointing out -what he re- 
garded as its constitutional ‘objec- 
tions, Mr. Colby is said to have 
stated it was likely to draw criti- 
cism from America’s associates in 
the war. 

Senators said they gathered that 
Mr. Colby was not now informed as 
to the president’s plan for future 
action regarding the treaty. 

The question of a conference of 
alldemocratic senators on the peace 
resolution also was discussed at to- 
day‘s meeting, but no decisio:. was 
reached. , 

Wilson Hasn’t Changed. 

It was said at the white house 
today that no one had been author- 
ized to speak with final authority 
for the president, but it was inti- 
mated that the general expectation 
among those in his confidence was 
that he would adhere strictly to 
the position he announced last sum- 
mer against any-~form of separate 
peace. - 

In outlining their belief that’ the 
president would veto such a reso- 
lution, 
called his letter to Senator Fall last 
summer declaring that to make a 
separate peace would be a strain on 
the nation’s honor. They said they 


knew of no reason to believe that 
the chief executive had changed 
his mind. 

That is the view also held by 
many administration senators, who 
are expected to fight the peace 
resolution, but who also expect 
that if it is passed the president 
will return it to congress unap- 
proved, 

Senator Glass, democrat, of Vir- 
ginia, who on previous occasions 
has been consulted by his col- 
leagues regarding the president’s 
position on issues of the treaty 
fight, was at the white house to- 
day and had a long talk with Secre- 
tary Tumulty.

CARRANZA HAS LOST 
~ NBARLY HALF MEXICO 


So Far No Battle Has 
‘Been Fought, But It Is 
Predicted Carranza Will 
Rally Forces and Des- 
perately Resist. 


Washington, May 4.—General 
Pablo Gonzales, long regarded by 
Carranza as his staunchest support- 
er, has joined in the revolution, ac- 
cording to advices today through 
official channels. He was a few 
miles east of -the MeXican capital 
yesterday in command of two regi- 
ments of federal troops and had 
severed both rallway lines extend- 
ing to Vera Cruz. 

Another report 
through. unofficial channels was 
that the high military officers 
whom Carranza summoned in coun- 
cil a few days ago, had supple- 
mented their advices to him to re- 
sign with an ultimatum fixing May 
15, as the limit for his tenure of 
office. 

The reported determination of the 
military group to force him out of 
office would go far, officials here 
believe, to account for the failure 
that has been met by Carranza 
in getting underway any offensive 
campaign. To date the revolution 
has moved forward without a bat. 
tle and the report mentionin= the 
ultimatum added that his military 
advisers were determined not to 
follow a course that would Inevi- 
tably involve the country in a long 
struggle with the danger of for- 
eign complications. 

Cut the Railway Lines. 

When Gonzales disappeared from 
Mexico City, government officials 
there are .said to have professed 
ignorance as to his whereabouts, 
but all secrecy as to his movements 
was removed when he joined Man- 
uel Gonzales, commanding a fed- 
eral force near Los Reyes. This 
meeting was followed bw the imme- 
diate utilization of the force as a 
revolting unit. After cutting the 
railroads Gonzales and his force are 
said to have moved towards the 
state of Puebla, where a strong 
force of Rurales recently announc- 
ed their support of the rebellion. 

Obregon and Gonzales Confer. 

Gonzales, who was the leading 
opponent of Obregon for the presi- 
dency until Ambassador Bonillas 
entered as a candidate, conferred 
with Obregon just before Obregon 
fled from the capital where he was 


received 


Obregon, Gonzales, Bonillas, 
which, it was announced, had been 
urged by both Obregon and Gon- 
zales to join them in withdrawing 
their three candidacies in the inter- 
est of harmony. Bonillas’ refusal 
was followed by the revolt in So- 
nora and the flight of Obregon. 
Cable companies refused today to 
accept messages for Mexico City 
for the first time since the upris- 
ing. This was construed by officials 
here as. an indication that when 
the revolutionists cut the railway 
lines between the capital and Vera 
Cruz they also cut the land wires 


most of the way. 

Whether Oarranza still has access 
to the cable station at Coatzacoalco, 
south of Vera Cruz, was unknown 
here, but regarded as improbable on 
account of the presence of rebels 
in the vicinity of that point on the 
isthmus of Tehuantepec.

Admiral Benson said he felt re- 
sponsible for the navy’s policies and 
operations during the war, because 
he was chief military adviser to 
Secretary Daniels. Asserting that 
his mind was quite clear regarding 
the mian principles involved, ne 
said he had carefully avoided a pre- 
pared statement of his testimony 
in order that it might be entirely 
unbiased. 

The sinking of the Lusitania alone 
was not sufficient to justify the 
United States in openly preparing 
for war against Germany, the wit- 
ness declared. Even after the Ger- 
man ambassador was given his pass-~ 
ports in February, 1917, the feel- 
ing of the people was such that 
war with Germany could not be con-’ 
sidered inevitahle, Admiral Benson 
asserted. 

Daniels Not Blamed. 

“I do not wish to say anything 

that might be construed as attach- 


ing any blame on Secretary Daniels 
for any alleged unpreparedness of 
the navy,” said the admiral. 

“Did you feel that the sentiment 
of the people you refer to was sucn 
as to “prevent the navy’s making 
Pians for war?” asked Chairman 
Hale. 

“The navy did have plans,” was 
the reply. “They were not com- 
-_plete and are not complete in some 
respects today. We knew if we 
did enter the war we would have 
to conform our operations to the 
general plans of the other allies 
and we had no knowledge of their 
plans until after we declared war.” 

Secretary Daniels did not issue 
any definite order to prepare the 
navy for war prior to congress’ dec- 
laration, the admiral said. 

“Did he ever hold up or delay 


| your effortS to prepare the navy 


after we declared war? asked 
Chairman Hale. : 

“I don’t think so,@ was the re- 
ply. “There were ma@y things that, 
I, as a military man, thought ought 
to be done tl he did not approve 
as matters Olicy..

Juarez, Mexico, May 4.—Through 
the bloodless revolution of Juarez 
and capitulation of General Fran- 
cisco Urbalejo, and his Yaqui In- 
dains at Casas Grandes, the Sonora 
revolutionists today claimed virtu- 
al control of the state of Chihua- 
hua and that the way was paved 
for an unobstructed advance 
against Torreon from where a cam- 
paign is to be launched against 
Mexico City. 

Events moved rapidly here yes- 
terday. At 2 o’clock the garrison 
revolted and a popular celebration 
followed. Federal officers unfa- 
vorable to the revolution. were su- 
perceded. Abel 8S. Rodriguez, for- 
mer national senator, was narmned 
provisional governor. 

General Urbalejo, commander of 
the last large body of Carranza 
troops in the state. joined the revolt 
and plans were made for an im- 
mediate advance through Chihuahua 
upon the interior~strongholds the 
Carranza vrovernment still holds. 

With the capitulation of Juarez, 
the revolutionists obtained control 
of the majority of customs houses 
through which hundreds of thou- 
sands of dollars in revenue has 
been developed for the Mexican gov 
ernment. 

At Chihuahua City, state capi- 
tal, order is being preserved, po- 
litical prisoners have been free 
and protection has been assure‘ 
Americans and foreigners. :

Thousands of transient work- 
ers will be required, and state and 
federal authorities are now. devis- 
ing ways to obtain them... | 
. While it is expected acreages wiil 
be cut down because of the labor 
scarcity, these reductions will not 
be in as great proportion as the 
reduction in labor supply. Reports 
show farmers and their families are 
doing their utmost to overcome the 
difficuity. It is certain cultivation 
will be less intense this year than 
forme t more land will ‘be 
plante rops requiring a mini- 
mum of labor, such as grass, and 
that tilled fields will get less at- 
tention. 
About Grewing Conditions. 

Whether the reduced production 
will approach the point of calamity. 
officials decline to predict. They 
pointed out that favorable growing 
conditions might offset the labor 
searcity. Conversely, it was held 
that bad weather and pests, coupled 
with labor scarcity, might create a 
troublesome situation. 

It has already been ascertained 
the winter wheat yield will be low, 
and that with a normal. spring 
wheat planting and usual condi- 
tions, the crop of fhe principal 
grain will be little if-any larger 
than necessary to satisfy ordinary 
domestic needs. A backward spring 
is influencing all crops. 

All reports and correspondence 
that come to the department empha- 
size the farm labor shortage and its 
probable effect upon farm opera- 
tions this year, according to Secre- 
tary Meredith. 

“More than 2,000,000 young farm- 
ers went into the military service,” 
said Meredith. “While these young 
tarmer soldiers were fighting, many 
more laborers were lured away from 
farms by the high wages and short- 
er hours of city employment. When 
the farmer soldiers were mustered 
out, many found employment in 
cities. Since the close of the war 
there has been an _. increasingly 
heavy draft upon farm labor by 
other industries, offering higher 
wages, shorter hours and the al- 
lurements of city life. 

“Farmers hesitate to pay higher 
wages because, unlike other indus- 
tries, there is no opportunity for a 
quick turnover or to pass the in- 
creased cost along to consumers. 


Price of Commodities. 


“Farmers are repeatedly assured 
from one source or another that 
prices of all commodities, especially 
farm prices, will be lower this year 
|. than last. This may or may not 
proved to e true, but the farmers 
know that the slump in live stock 
prices since last July has cost them 
several hundred million dollars. 

“They are now faced with the 
problem of deciding whether to pay 
high prices for all the things they 
have to buy—farm labor, equip- 
ment, seed, fertilizers, clothing and 
supplies—and the investment of a 
large part of the cost of production 
in the early spring months, with the 
prospect that after harvest, when 
they come to market their crops, 
they will be compelled to accept low- 
er prices for everything they have 
to sell; or whether they shall cut 
down the initial expense of produc- 
tion by reducing acreage and num- 
bers of live stock. The latter course 
means smaller production. 

“It is a matter that concerns 
every business man and every con- 
sumer. The food situation during 
the next 12 months will depend 
upon what answer the farmers give 
tothis difficult problem.” 


meat | Weaver and Steno 
Visited Roadhouses 
OP»His Fatal Night 


New York, May 4.—A pleasant 
night among the merry throngs in 
Westchester county road houses, in 
the company of a stenographer, pre- 
ceded the death -of George H. 
Weaver, vice president of the Rem- 
ington Typewriter company, who 
was found crumpled in his swift au- 
tomobile on the roadside early Mon- 
day morning. 

The stenographer, who gave her 
name as Helen Meler, 22, and said 
she was employed at the Sinwunoy 
Golf club, of Bronxville, testified be- 
fore the inquest of George Engle, 
coroner, today, that Weaver had had 
several drinks in the course of an 
evening’s tour of the road houses. 
On dropping her at her home, he 
had appeared to be under the influ- 
ence of liquor, she said. They had 
dined at the club, Miss Meier testi- 
fied, leaving it about 9 o’clock for a 
ride to the Lion Head Inn, where 
Weaver had some drinks. Moving 
on from the Lion Head at about 11 
‘lp. m., they sped to Fred McGrath's 
road house, where the girl declares 
Weaver had more to drink. The’ 
young woman said that thereafter he 
took her to her home, leaving her 
there at 1:30 Monday morning. The 
time of Weaver’s deah is fixed at 
2bout 1:40. 

From the damged condition of 
Weaver’s machine, fragments of 
bark adhering to the forward part, 
and the fact that nearby a tree of 
similar bark was blazed, it is be- 
lieved that the machine rammed the 
tree wives | to Weaver's frame of 
mind at the time. As the young 
woman deelared there was no mis- 
hap while she was in the car, and 
denied having had any liquor her- 
self, the coroner intimated that she 
would be recalled in a few days, 
having the interim | in which to “re.

Weaver apparetnly was robbed 
after the accident, as some money 
was missing from his pocketbook, 
which was picked up on the road 
some distance from the spot where 
the car was found. His watch also 
was missing.

RUSSIAN REFUGEES 
PERISHED IN STORM 


London, May 4.—A considerable 
number of Russian bourgeoisie, who 
fled from south Russia to Asia 
Minor, perished during a storm in 
the Black sea, according to a wire- 
less dispatch from Moscow today. 
Fourteen ships laden with refugees 
were lost. 

The remnants of the Russian 
volunteer army in the Stotchy re- 
zion of the Black sea coast, num- 
bering several thousand, have sur- 
rendered to the bolsheviki, the 
statement continues.

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SHORTAGE OF TEACHERS 


Washington, May 4.—The teach- 
er shortage is meeting its, answer 
in increased salaries, according to 
reports received by the bureau of 
education. 

This is the season when boards 
of education in communities, 
throughout the United States~ are 
Planning for the school year of 
1920-1921. The contracts they are 
Offering their teachers are uniform- 
ly higher than for previous years, 
the reports indicate. 

Officeaals here do not consider 
the larger salaries mean the end- 
ing of the teacher shortage next 
year, however. They explain that 
it will take several years and very 
general increase of pay to bring a 
return of former conditions in the 


{teaching profession. 


They point. out that other activi- 
ties have drawn heavily upon the 
numbers of educators since before 
the war. There has been no con- 
sistent supply of replacements, and 
the only new supply to be developed 
will come after teachers’ pay be- 
comes attractive enough to cause 
‘a large proportion of students to 
prepare for the teaching profession. 

The school year now ending has 
been: the most serious on record in 
the lack of § teachers. Eighteen 
thousand places could not be filled 
et - alt; Forty-two thousand whe 
taught did not have minimum quali- 
fications required by law, but were 
taken as the only possible substi- 
tutes. It is estimated at the bu- 
reau of education that 300,000 of 
the 650,000 teachers of the country 
were dangerously near the mini- 
mum in their preparation for peda-

MATERIAL GAINS

NEW RATES PROBABLE 
ON SECOND-CLASS MAIL 


/ 
Washington, May 4.—The house 
poestoffice committee today went on 
record as opposed to the automatic 
increases in second-class mail rates 
to become effective this year and in, 
the next two years. Final action on 
a substitute measure was deferred, 
however, by the committee. 

As a eubstitute for the bill, in- 
troduced by Representative Fess, 
republican, Ohio, at the request of 
the American Newspaper Publish- 
ers’ assg%ciation, the committee 
adopted, 9 to 6, a motion of Repre- 
sentative Madden, republican, II- 
linois,, by which a flat rate of 1% 
cents a pound would be charged for 
reading matter regardless of dis- 
tance, carried, while the rates on 
advertising matter would range 
from 1% cents to 5% cents a pound. 
Under this plan the existing law 
providing for automatic increases of 
rates this year and the next two 
years would be repealed. : 


The advertising rate as fixed in 
the substitute follow: 

For: the first and second zones, 
1% cents; third zone, 2 cents: fourth 
sone, 3 cents; fifth zone, 3% cents; 
sixth zone, 4°cents; seventh zone, 
5 cents; eighth zone, 5% cents.
